Drawing and Art in Public Schools. 


The real object of art work and 


drawing in the public .schools is not to 
make artist? of children, says a writer 
for the "I'rosressive Teacher." There 
is a development that is certain to be 
uttaiaeU from drawing, art 'work and 
handwork it' taught a child in as sys- 
temaric. definite way a^ one goes about 
to teach a class in arithmetic: not only 
to teach the child that particular ex- 
ample, but to develop the reasoning 
faculties: not only to teach one how to 
draw some particular object, but to 
aim at developing: First, the power to 
observe—and by continually attracting 
the attention to nature, its appearance 
at different times and attempting to 
reproduce them, greater observation is 
gained. Second, is to train the eyes 
and there is no better drill for train- 
ing the eyes than god, careful use of 
them, with what they see reproduced 
on paper. Third, is to train the hando 
to be more accurate. Accuracy follows 
keen observation and this all develops 
the quality of concentration. 
An il- 


lustration of some history btory or 
some fact in geography or botany 
serves to better fix an idea, tact or im- 
pression than any statement however 
lucid or comprehensive it may be, for 
thought must be concentrated on it to 
make a drawing. 


How otten one hears from a parent 


and from a teacher sometimes. ''Theie 
is no use Johnny's trying to draw, for 
he never could draw a line, and I 
know just bow that is. for I never 
could," etc. Now, that is the very 
child that art work and drawing in the 
schools is for, because that child is not 
equally as well developed in the skill 
of his hands and the power to obseive, 
and therefore above all others, he 
should be given plenty of such work 
in order that he should not be defici- 
ent in these powers that are so neces- 
sary to success in any work. There 
hai dly any work, professional or other- 
wise, that one will not be better quali- 
fied for. if the power to observe and 
the accuracy of the hands be better de- 
veloped. 
This 
development 
seems 


among the most practical of all school 
work. 


When we stop to consider that every 


transporting and transforming contri- 
vance in our modern civilization must 
first be drawn out graphically on a fiat 
surface by means of pencil or pen be- 
fore it can he constructed, we should 
perceive the importance of training in 
drawing to meet the most fundamental 


of man. 


Drawing, manual training and other 


hand work now being used in schools 
is practically to help, the boy and gir 
to some vocation, or knowledge of how 
to start to work toward what they 
most incline.

stricken out of the act and the pres- 
sure so strong in every section of the 
State due to our campaign against it 
that it never became a law.

Uur peasants, who had formerly ueeu 
>erl'« :iii(] uot many year*, liberated,

-My father torbade me to do anything 


tor the poor creatures that was not 
permuted by the government, know- 
in ir well that by doing so I would gei 
Into iruuble. Hut my sympathies were 
so -troiiii that 1 i-uii.-.emed to teach 
fJaiide>rhi( 
i!y. 
I found it easier to 


tenth the children, nud 1 UMH! a back 
room in a peasant's cottage for a school. 
I had not been loug at the work be- 
fore the secret got out. and one day the 
government 
officials 
broke into the 


room while my school was in session, 
and I was caught red handed. 


I pass over our dreary inarch to Si- 


beria, for it has nothing to do with my 
story. That story begins on the first 
night of my arrival at the prison at 
Kara. 
1 was lyiug oil iny cot in my 


cell, oven-ome with that dreadful feel- 
iug of being locked in and wishing that 
death would relieve tne from the suffer- 
ings in prospect for me. I do not know 
wbether it had seemed bleaker to'-me 
outside or now that I was Avitbin:the 
prison walls. So unendurable were my 
thoughts that I, tried to turn them to 
the home I had left, my father, my 
mother and tny - sisters. 
But I-knew 


they were suffering on my account, and 
to think of them gave me no relief. 


But dark as the prospect was, deep 


as the gloom In which I was plunged, 
there came something that turned my 
ihousrhrs from iny misfortunes. 
A 


heating pipe entered my cell at the 
floor and ran perpendicularly through 
the ceiling. Suddenly a souud passed 
over the pipe, as when steam is turned 
ou in a radiator. -It was but one Tiny 
tick, such as would be made by .the 
'pipe being struck by metal. 'It was Im- 
mediately followed by another tap. 
tbiyi a short interval.. then a third. 
Xext three taps came together, follow- 
ed by two. 
. 
. 


This was enough to indicate, that the 


sounds were not made by the eipau- 
sioii or contraction of the pipes from 
heat or cold, but that some one" was 
tapping on them, with what I did not 
know, 
i listened for soioe time, dur- 


ing which I knew that a message was 
being transmitted: bur, since I did not 
know the code. I could not interpret it. 
When it ended another series of .taps 
commenced, and there was a differ- 
ence in the key. indicating that the 
later series was produced by a differ- 
ent instrument from tbe first. 


Oh. blessed 
relief — something to 


think about, something to unravel! 
Messages 
were 
being 
transmitted, 


through my room, over the heating 
pipe. I was at once interested in read- 
ing them. Had I known of the Morse 
telegraphic code—which I did not—1 
would have surmised that this one was 
similar. The Morse code is composed 
of dots and dashes. This prison code 
was composed of taps and intervals. 
For instance, one tap might mean the 
letter A. two taps B. two taps and one 
after an interval C. ">ue tap arid two 
after an interval D. and so on. 


I did not gain a knowledge of a sin- 


gle letter that night, though two per- 
sons talked over the pipe for some 
time. 
All communication ceased a 


quarter of an hour before the last visit 
of tbe guard and recommenced a quar- 
ter of an hour after the round had 
been made, the persons continuing to 
communicate for half an hour, when 
they ceased, giving me tbe first cue 
to their code. The List two divisions 


mhould have HviuvihhiK to do to reud 
'.Ly messages, for it' my iutorprHutlot; 
•jf the two words was correct I had 
sC'Vcii letters. 
Surely that would be 


quite enough to ghe me the others ij.

1 d;.l mil hear them again till tbt; 


next night, but 1 heard other letters 
uud short words that milled to my 
knowledge of the code. The. letter 1 
was used quite, often by itself, as. wa.J 


tbe let tor A. 
Besides, when a con- 


versation was ended during the day 
the last words were two, and I was- 
not, long in interpreting them as "good 
by." 
This gave me nine letters, or 


a third of the alphabet. 
Within a 


few days 1 had it all, but it required 
practice (o read. As to telegraphing 
myself. I practiced at sending messages 
to myself by tapping with my finger 
on the wall of my cell and soon be- 
came quite proficient. 


As soon as I could read readily I de- 


termined to take a hand in the dia- 
logues. Two men, both politicals, were 
communicating, the one a.young man 
who had been sent to Siberia from a 
university: the other had been impli- 
cated in a conspiracy to assassinate a 
minister of police. 
The latter was 


much older than the former—at least 
he talked more sedately—while the stu- 
dent was full of hope and enthusiasm. 
He was discussing with the other plan? 
for escape, which his correspondent 
discouraged as impossible and would 
only bring down more horror on those 
who attempted them. 


The call signal I learned at the out- 


set. It was three taps at intervals til! 
the party to be called responded. When 
I was sufficiently practiced to hold a 
conversation I gave tbe signal. A re- 
pily came. 


"TVhat is it. Paul?" 
I made the reply myself. I said that 


I was a political prisoner, a young girl; 
that I had heard their conversations 
over the pipe and hadjnterprered their 
code. I would be pleased to talk with 
them when they were not engaged 
chatting with each other. 
Paul, the 


university man. asked-me how long 1 
had been in learning the code and 
when I told him, complimented me ou 
my readiness. I asked him if he were 
not afraid of the prison authorities be- 
coming aware that he was communi 
eating,, to.- which, he replied that tbe 
prisoners all knew the hours when the 
guards were due and were, careful tn 
refrain from tapping wbeu they came 
round. -He added that the latter were 
a stupid lot and. if theyJbearu the tap 
ping and suspected a code, could never 
learn it as 1 had done. 


Doubtless 
tbe 
principal deterrent 


from insanity among prisoners is plan 
ninarescape>. Paul. who. 1 learned, wai 
in tbe --ell directly below me. was full 
of these pl.-iu.-. which lie had been 
proposing to Alexis, vvho was in the 
cell above me 
After 1 came info the 


trio Paul consulted- me rather -thai) 
Alexis as ro rbe practicability of his 
plans, but 1 had not,, been there lone 
enoush to have any knowledge of the 
prison or tbe habits of our guards and 
could be of no use to him., ;Xererthe 
less he finally laid a plan intended, fot 
my escape, with the-assistance of. the 
other n\o. which Alexis _pronouuceu 
feasible, though not probable". Xo es 
cape could lie made without'bribing 
the guard, and this could not-be dour 
without his being able to make it ap 
pear that life was innocent. ".'A woman 
Maria, had charge of the cells for the 
woman prisoners, aud I succeeded its

nor financiers to be sure—abhor a 
debt as nature abhors a vacuum.

Expert financiers hold that as aa 


average for a period of ten years, 
State bonds should be sold at an in- 
terest rate of not more than three and 
one-half per cent." If the bonds are 
made .for long term, say fifty years, 
the sinking fund charge would be 
about one per cent more, making 4^4 
per cent all told. At this rate the 
sinking fund, if invested at a similar 
rate, or in the bonds themselves, -will 
pay them off in a little less thaa 
forty-eight years. The total carrying 
charge, under these circumstances, 
will be two and a quarter million 
dollars a year.

It has been shown, by reliable sta- 


tistics, that the people of the Stats 
are wasting over twenty-one miUioii 
dollars a year in marketing products 
over the present bad roads, "which 
they will save when the roads are im- 
proved, and will cost only two and a 
quarter million dollars a year to se- 
cure their improvement- There is a. 
net profit of over eighteen million 
dollars a year to the people of the 
State, as soon as the roads are con- 
structed. And this is not an exces- 
sive figure. It is based on an average 
haul of less than five tons per day* 
over the roads of the State. 


The roads cannot be improved with- 


out money. Governor Tener and Judge 
Eakin, in speaking on the subject at 
the Harrisburg convention. September 
2S, both clearly showed that the pres- 
ent obligations and expenses of the 
Slate institutions would necessarily 
prevent any considerable direct ap- 
propriations for building the State 
Highways.
